+ things of conſequence have come 
3 tomy hand, The Ship Providence 
\ of the Kings,with the Lyon, which 
brought over the Ladies of Ho- 
nour to the Queen, bring over for the North 
parts of England all thoſe Gentlemen mentio- 
ned withta the incloſed, with three or foure 
core more, it is thought here they goe for New- 
caftle ; fome of Prince Roberts men told me they 
were bound for Torke: they are all deſperate in 
their way, that whoever they meet with, ii they 
oppoſe them, to fight it out to the laſtman, 
The Lyon hath 4.2. Guns, the Providence hath 
14.and1is to takein two more, which we know 
of, now being within one mile of Rotterdam, 
they are 1 2. foot long,and ſhoot a Bullet of 4.4. 
pound weight. Every one here is fearecful! of a 
deſperate defigne upon the premiles : you may 
pleaſe not ro harbour any thought of faithful- 
nefle in the Officers of the Lyon, for we have 
certain intelligence of the truth hereof. F my 
{elfe went to the Helleford-ſluce, and ſee Cavi- 
leeres

leeres there ; and going thither, ſome whereof 
told me that they went 1n the Ship, and named 
all the incloſed. We cannot yet heare of any 
further pawning of the Jewels,yet all men think 
they have gotten much money upon them, for 
they have providedall ſorts of Armes of proof: 
and otherſome that had Piſtols ro make at the 
Hague, could not get them done till all their 
worke was done, which now 1s finiſhed, and they 
lie all for a Wind : much of their Baggage being 
laden at Brill aboard theProvidenee,and at Hel- 
leford-fluce, aboard the Lyon. The Scout of 
Crauling a ſmall Towne neere Rotterdam, told 
one of this Town, that Prince Robert hath hired 
a Boyer to carry Horſe for Exgland, the Scout is 
the onely Maſter of Horſes in thefe parts. One 
Iſaac Light, a Merchant of the Company, hath 
bought 15000. waight of Powder, and is now 
gon to Utrecht to buy Match,all which preſent- 
ly to be Shipd for England ; they give out it is 
for the Parliament, and by their order. This 
Merchant, late Faftor for M. Chriſtopher Tonr- 
lings Merchant of London,and Thomas Aſhton ſer- 
vant to M. Laurence Halſted of Londoa,hath ſhip'd 
here 38. Caſes of Armes, being but the remaine 
of 700. Cales for which they obtained Licence 
to ſhiphere: andat Anſterdam, weare informed

that the greateſt part of thoſe are ſhip'd in 3 
Flemiſh Boyers or Hoyes, now lying for a Wind 
at the Taſſel/ ; this information we had of one of 
the Cuſtome-houle in Rotterdam, upon occaſion 
of a Merchants fight of the warrant. Yeſterday 
a Jewell was {ent to Rotterdam, from the Hague, 
valued at 40000. Guilders by a Jeweller here. 
M. Percy, M. Fermin, M. W. Monuntague, and M. 
Davenant , came into the Hagne this day ſeven- 
night, at 12. aclocke at night in the Queens 
Coach, and with her Foot-men. Theſe are all 
that for preſent I ſhall write, but ſhall informe 
you more by word of mouth, if I can get paſſage 
one way or other. Ofthe moſt materiall of theſe 
particulars, by the advice of friends, I have in- 
formed the Earle of Warwick by this bearer, the 
38. Cafes are ſhip'd aboard one Rich. Lyndall, a 
Hull man,Jaden for Londox. Thus with my hum- 
ble ſervice remembred, I take my leave and reſt,
